VIENNA—October 10. ; 

The Court Gazette of this day contains 2 long ex- 
traét from the manifefto publifhed by the Ottoman Porte 
againft France, and commudicated to all the Foreign 
Minifters. It is to the following purport: 
‘“* It is known to all Courts, that the friendthip and 
good underftanding of the Sublime Porte with France, 
in conformity with treaties, has been carefully maintain- 
ed by the Porte. Immediately after the French revo- 
Intion commenced, when the European powers confe- 
derated to make war upon France, the conduct of the 
rulers of that nation was highly irregular ; but the Porte 
{till obferved irs ancient alliance, and remained neu- 
tral. Frequently was it invited to take part in the 
war. The conduct of France daily excited greater en- 
mity _againft" hér, and the keys of the cogotry, to 
the north, were ip the hands of the troops of the Ein- 
perors; the oaly, arfenal of the French fleets. in 
the Mediterraneaa-{ Toulon ) had fallen into the 
power of the Englith; La Vendee was in a ftate of 
infurrection, and France weak, and in danger. Had 
the Porte then broken its neutrality, the French nation 
mult have been rediiced to defpair ; but on the contrary 
it acted in a manner fo favourable towards France, as 
frequently to excite the difpleafure of other powers. 
After a.conduét fo generous, the Sublime Porte 
might reafonably have expedted that France would have 
acknowledged the value of its friendihip. ‘But the per- 
fons in power in that country, only attentive to their 
own intereft, and the extending and maintaining their 
own authority, fought to fpread the fire of revolution 
which had defolated their own country, over all others; 
to. detlroy every conftitution and every religion; to 
‘plunder every thing valuable; and, mifleading mankind 
by the-empty phantom of liberty, to plunge the human 
race again into its favage ftate. To obtain this ‘end, 
and al] means with them were jaft, they neither fpared 
the moft remote or the molt friendly powers, but every 
where endeavoured to excite infurredtion again regular 
authorities. : 

On the one hand, the French Envoy gave the Porte 
the ftrongeft affurance of friendihip, and endeavoured to 
prevail On-it to engage in a war with other powers ;

The French Government had declared, that it had 
no with to extend its territory, and that when peace 
fhould be concluded, the conquered countries fhould 
be reflored. Yet has France not only conquered large 
countries, but after her arts had feparated the combined 
powers, fhe has attacked, without any other pretext than 
of doiag mifchief, republics and other independent 
fates which have obferved the fame neutrality as the 
Porte, and wherever we found them without defence. 
At length, totally difmifiing all regard for honour 
or fhame, and in order to declare to all nations that fhe 
is to be bound by ito treaties, and makes no difference 
between friendthip and enmity, by a moft unexampled 
violation of the rights of nations, fhe has, with piratical 
violence, attacked Egypt, the moft valuable province of 
an empire from which fhe received proofs the moft une- 
quivocal, of the fincereft triendthip. 

As foon as it was known to the Porte that Egypt 
was to be attacked, the French Envoy, Ruffin, was 
fent for to'a cunference, and quettioned concerning the 
views of his Government. He replied, that the plan 
of the Directory was totally unknown to him, but he 
believed it was intended to punifh the Beys, and diltrefs 
the Englith Eaft India trade. He was anfwered, that 
an attack on Egypt, under whatever pretence, would be 
confidered by the Porte as a declaration of war, and 
that not a’foot of Jand in Egypt would be ceded; that 
if the Beys acted wrong, the Diregtory thould have ap- 
plied to the Porte ; that there was the {tricteft friend- 
{hip between the Porte and Great Britain, and thac no 
paflage would be allowed through the flates of the for- 
mer to the injury of the Jatter. Of all this he was to 
nform the Diredtory. 

Before he could fend off his difpatches, he received 
another letter from the Direftory, importing that Buo- 
-naparte was indeed going to Egypt, but only to punifh 
the Beys ; to procure advantages to the trade of France, 
and to do injury to that England; and that an Am- 
baflador would be fent to Conftantinople, to point out 
to the Porte the, various advantages that would refult to 
it from this expedition ; but, if-it could hot underftand 
them, and would: perfift in making war, it would im- 
mediately be attacked by the two Imperial Courts.

Lejouaille, with an Englith thip of 54 guns, which the 
had taken off Candia, after an engagement of four hours.

PARTICULARS OF THE LAST ENGAGEMENT, 
BELFAST=—-OCTOBER 24. 

We have been able to colleé&t the following patticu- 

lars of the late aétion between Sir Joun Bosrass 

and the French fquadron, on she 12th aod 
13th inft. It appears that the Magnanime and the Ro- 
bult bore a principal part of the above aétion. The 
Enghth {quadron got a view of the Fréach on Thurf- 
day morning, when a general chace took place, which 
lafted during that day—in the night they could perceive 
fome fhips, but whether friends or foes they could not 
tell, until day Eight, when the Magnanime found her- 
felf among the French thips. The Robult coming im- 
mediately up to her, they attacked the Le Hoche, 
within two breadths of their thip, for awo hours and 
fifteen minutes, when the ftrack to the. Magaanime— 
the Foudroyant and Canada at that time coming up 
with all hafte. ‘Two frigates {truck to the Foudroyant 
the firlt broadfide, and the Canada did not fire a fhot, 
the bufinefs being over before fhe came up. In faa, 
the only fhips which could be faid to be at all in the 
engagement were the Amelia, Magnanime, and two fri- 
gates which joined the Englith fquadroo, names un- 
known. When Le Hoche ttruck it became a running 
fight. 

It is faid the French had between-6000 and zooo 
troops on board, with 20,000 ftand of arms, the bay- 
onets fixed, and jult ready to be delivered out to their 
friends in this country~-they have alfe four field pieces, 
with two ammunition waggons on boafd. The French 
prifoners on board the two French Wrigates and the. 
Maguanime in this Lough arfount to about 1000, a- 
mong whom, I am told, there is.a regiment, or part of 
a regiment of cavalry. ‘There was none killed on board 
the Magnanime, the fhot of Le Hoche, from her great 
height, going principally through her rigging—only fix 
men «ure wounded on bodrd her. The {hips brought in 
here have a’number of women on board, one of whom 
has been delivered of a fon fince the engagement. 

It appears, by fome of-the French officers, prifonets 
on board the French frigates now lying here, that their 
pofitive orders were to land at Lough Swilly, and’ no 
other place, and that if they were purfued and overta- 
taken, in that cafe they were to land the whole of their 
men, feamen included, and deftroy their thipping, that 
they might not fall into the. hands of the Englith, from 
whom they could no longer be protected. ‘They agree 
that they gave themfelves up for loft the inftant ever a 
Briti: fhip hove in fight, acknowledging with much 
candour that they were confcious of their total inability 
to meet the Englifh at fea, where they: confefs that 
England has as complete a fuperiority as France has at 
land.

CAIRO 
( ¢2OM A FRENCH PAPrtE.) 

As it ts generally acknowledged that Buonaparte is 
in potieiiion of Cairo, a few words about that city may 
not be uninterefting. 

Cairo is an immenfe city; it would be wrong, how- 
ever, to compere it to any of our European capitals. 
Tr is neither decorated by regular fquares, regular {treets, 
or elegant public buildings ; on the contrary, the ftreets 
are dirty, narrow, and winding; and, as they are not 
paved, the motley multitude of men, camels, ailes, and 
dogs that créud and confufe them, keeps a filthy duft 

inwally flying about, to which fucceeds a fetid mud 
when any of the inhabitants attempt to sprinkle water 
before their doors. Contrary to the Oriental cultoms, 
the houfes are from two to three ftories high, and co- 
vered with flat roofs. On thefe terraces, which are 
ortamented with orange and per seas trees, the 
women are wont to take the bath without running any 
vik of being overlooked, except by the public heralds, 
who, from the top of the fpiry turrets, fummon the 


rie to their devotions. 

‘There are in Cairo 300 mofques, the greater number 
of which are embellithed with fpires or turrets of a light 
airy conftruction, and furrounded with galleries. They 
throw 2 very agreeable variety over a city where all the 
roofs are platforms. It is from thence that nearly 800 
woices cry aloud five times a day, and at the fame in- 
ftant, “in all the quarters of the city, to call the inhabi- 
tants to the performance of their religions duties. “The 
ringing of bells is in execration among the Turks. 
They preted that bells offend the ear without making 
any impreflion upon the-heart. ‘This opinion they hold 
from’ their legifawor ; who, defirous that every thing 
fhould have an end and objeét in his fyitem of religion, 
in order. to efs at the fame'time the mind and the 
fenfes,. .re} the ufe of the trumpet adopted among 
the fews, the rattle of the Idolaters, and the bell of the 
Chriftians, ‘and employed.the human voice ; judicioufly 
thinking that this vehicle would make a more lively 
impreffion on the mind of man than the noify tinkling 
f brute brafs'; and he had bropght to him from Heaven 
a formula fa to his acfigos, 

The. Caftle of Cairo, built upon a fteep. and cragey 
rock, encompaffed with thick walls fupported by mafly 
tawérs, was of confiderable firength before the inven- 
tion.of gunpowder. - But as it is commanded by an ad- 
jacent mountain, it could not, even for the fpace of two 
hours, refit the fire of an ordinary battery. ‘This caf- 
tle contains the old ruinous palace of the Egyptian Sul- 
tan, the manufaétory where is made the rich tapeltry 
which ?Hemir Haag (or the Prince of the Caravan) 
bri early to Mecca; alfo the palace of the Pacha, 
the hall of the Divan, the mint, and‘ the famous well 
of Jofeph, This well, whichfomé pretend had been 
made by the fon of Jacob, and others by a Vizir of the 
fame name under the reign of Sala~Eddm, is 280 feet 
‘in depth, and 42 in circumference ; it is furrounded by 
a ftair-cafe in the whole of its length, the defcent of 
- which is fo eafy that camels and oxen go down it, with- 
out the Jeaft difficulty. ¥ 
_ Cairo is three leagags in circamference ; but-within 
this enclofare there are a namber of erdes, back- 

ards and unoccupied grounds, together with Jarge heaps 
YF tuias. ‘Travellers iffer wert in ee aeneens ref- 
pecting its population ; according to Baron Tott it a- 
Sakeinea 700,000 fouls ; while Volney brings it only 
' t0 250,000. But it’is difficult to afcertain it with any 

frie prtecifjon, as the Maffelmen labour under a fu- 


rititiows, prejudice againft all kind of counting, and 
Veceelore omg regifters, either of births, deaths, or 
Marriages. : 

Among the curiofities that atréft the attention of a 
traveller in this city may be numbered the prodigious 

ntity of hideous dogs that everywhere infeft the 

ites that hover over the houfes, aonoying the 
inhabitants with their importunate and tugubrious cries. 
Tnftead of ‘deftroying either of them, the Mufulmen 
hold them in profound refpeé, feed them with what 
falls: from their tables, and fometimes po even fo far as 
to found meses for the reception of ftraggling dogs ! 

_ Another f{trange phenomenon to be remarked in this 
city is, the prodigious number of blind perfons who are 
everywhere to be met with. “* Among too perfons,"” 
fie Voley, *¢ jt is not uncomnion to find 20 of them 

nd, 10 blind of one eye, and z0 with their eyes en- 
flamed and reddened. over with purulent fores.”” The 
primary caufe of this difeafe. is fuppofed to be the predo- 
minance of faline particles in the air, which particu- 
larly abound in Delta; and the fecondary caufes are, 
the filthinefs of the Egyptians and the quality of their 


‘ood. 

Ina climate feorched by the fan, water is the firft of 
all neceflaries. . . The Nile alone, unaided by the 
heavens, furnifhes water to the Egyptians. It is there- 
fore.with well-grounded reafon_ that the Egyptians have 
from time immemorial entertained, and {till do enter- 
tain,- the molt awful-veneration-for the Nile, which they 
call their ““ Holy afid bleffed Nurfé.” ‘They ancient- 
Jy eftablithed fefhivals in its honour, and _raifed altars to 
itasto their Gods, or as to the moft powerful agent of 
their divinity ; and indeed, without the benefit of the 
Nile what would become of Egypt ? What would it be 
but -long valley of barren fands, the abode of tygers 
andaotlier wild beafls. . . By the help of the Nile, 

_it'b comes the moft fertile andthe molt irriguous foil in 
theeworld. 

During the.firft days of the month of June the Nile 
begins to fwell, but its increafe is fcarcely fenfible till 
about the 24th. At that period its waters begin to 
thickeh. and grow muddy, and become of a reddith 
colour ; it continues. to {well till. towards the end of 
Augult, and frequently until the middle of September. 
Repeated and fure experience proves that the degree of 
inundation moft favourable to the fertility of the foil, is 
from eighteen to twenty-four feer *. When it has at- 
tained this height the people abandon themfelves to the 
utmoft joy ; ‘they dance, laugh, drink, and form water 
parties. Gaiety and mirth univerfally-prevad.- They 
congratulate each other, and fongs, expreilive of their 
joy, refound on every fide. ‘The inundation continues 
till the autumnal equinox. During this feafon Egypt 
refembles a vait fea, on the furface of which are float 
towns, villages, and an infinite number of boats of all 
forms and fizes. At the equinox the Nile begins to 
decreafe,aad at the end gf the month i: retusns to its 
channel. ~
